other monies unspent in previous, totaling 
$10,000 in the bank in case we need it.". 

Knirsch also adds that the Antioch Town- 
ship Library has the lowest lax multiplier of 
"anylibrary inthearea. • 

He attributes the fact that the library is in 
good shape financially, one of the few 
organizations operating under budget, to "ef- 
. ficient management. 

Out of the $112,000 budget, $5,400 goes for 
administration; $82,000 for- the library, 
(operation; which . includes salaries, books 
and materials; and $22,000 goes^into the 
operation of the building. 

■ Knirsch also says that he thinks that they 
might be able to save some of the budget 
monies again this year. '

He says that the postal department was 
capable of finding his residence often in the 
past, when they" mistakenly delivered his 
maUthere, instead of to the P.O. Box where 
delivery had beenrequestedr 



"Someone was home 24 hours a day and 
my phone number is known all over town, I 
don't believe that they tried to get in touch 
with me", he says. 

Postmaster Kaplan says that they were 
merely following strict postal rules, which do 
not, allow postage due mailing of over 10 
pieces. The additional man hours aft.d cost 
being prohibitive. 

"We 'would have had to put 1700 postage 
duejiotices on them and the postmen'would 
have had to knock on 1700 doors to collect the. 
13 cents due on each mailing", he says. 

Kaplan also stated that those who deliver 
the mail have to prepay every due postage 
and they are personally out the mpney if it 
can't be collected. ." 

Kaplan goes on to say that the one scale 
that okayed the postage was "not zeroed in 
properly."

Gives rescue squads credit 
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by CAROLE RISK A 

One day, in town, as 'the 
rescue siren went off, I hap- 
pened to be in a place to ob- 
serve how quickly the rescue 
squad assembles and gets 
underway. 

Time being a crucial fac- 
„ tor; in so. many, emergencies, 
their efficiency is the dif- 
ference between life and 
death. 

Watching the mobile in- 
tensive care unit ( which is" 
the proper name) I thought 
that it would interest others 
as it had me, to find out more 
about the rescue squad. 

Rescue squad chief David 
Heath kindly took the time to 
explain how everything is 
put together. 

The Antioch Rescue Squad 
. consists of 25 men who are on 
24 hour call, when you hear 
the rescue: siren sounding 
off, all the men who are 
k available respond im- 
mediately.^ 

And to this point there has 
never been a time when not 
enough men have shown up. 
"'The truck is now staffed, and 
the emergency room on 7 
wheels is ready to go. 

The rescue squad is fitted 
with the latest emergency 
medical equipment and 
drugs and also with radios 
linking the squad with doc- 
tors and the emergency 
facility that they are going 
to- — 

They also have the equip- 
ment to administer electro- 
cardiograms that the doctor 
and emergency room can 



_monitor_while~the y-are-on — 
the way. 

The men who volunteer for 
Antioch's Rescue Squad at- 
tend an 80 hour program to 
become emergency medical 
technicians and may go on to 

~ a 400 — hour — program — to- 
become paramedics.

be recognized by the Dept. of 
Public Health, and that it 
has been accepted into the 
system of mobile intensive ' 
care that is under the direc- 
torship of Dr. T.J. Freeland. 

Ms. Tucker explained that 
there is two types of life sup- 
port systems, advanced and 
basic and that advanced life 
support requires a full ser- 
vice hospital and basic does 
not always.

Gives rescues

One day, in town, as^he 
rescue siren went off, I hap- 
pened to be in a place to ob- 
serve how quickly the rescue 
squad assembles and gets 
underway.. - 

. Time being a crucial fac- 
tor in so many emergencies, 
their efficiency is the dif- 
ference between life and 
death. 

Watching the mobile in- 
tensive care unit ( which is 
the proper name) I thought 
that it would interest others 
as it had me, to find out more 
about the rescue squad. 

Rescue squad chief David 
Heath kindly took the time to 
explain how everything is 
put together. 

The Antioch Rescue Squad 
consists of 25 men who are on 
24 hour call, when you hear 
the rescue siren sounding 
off, all the men who are 
available respond im- 
mediately. 

And to this point there has 
never been a time when not 
enough men have shown up.. 
The truck is now staffed, and 
the emergency .room on 
wheels is ready to go. 

The rescue squad is fitted 
with the latest emergency 
medical equipment and 
drugs and also with radios 
linking the squad with doc- 
tors and the emergency 
facility that they are going 
to. 

They also have the equip- 
ment to administer electro- 
cardiograms that the doctor 
and emergency room can 
monitor while they are on 
the way. 

The men who volunteer for 
Antioch' s Rescue Squad at- 
tend an 80 hour program to 
become emer g ency medical 




technicians and may go on to 
a 400 hour program to 
become paramedics - 

It is. required that each 
emergency have two 
paramedics in attendence. 
Antioch is fortunate in that 
as a rule fouv or five 
paramedics will respond to a 
.call. Everybody in the 
medical services that has 
worked with the Antioch 
Rescue Squad has only the 
best to say about them and 
the high quality of Antioch's 
mobile emergency care. * 

The rescue squa,d will take 
a— victim— to any hospital 
requested, within ' reason, 
(not Chicago v or Milwaukee 
for : example) .»- 

If there is not a request, 
the victim will go to Victory 
Memorial in Waukegan as 
that is the home base for the 
mobile intensive care 
system that" our rescue 
squad is part of. _ 

Dr. J.-T, Freeland is the 
director-"- of this program 
which also. includes Lake 
Villa and Round Lake. 

"Victory Memorial Hospital 
is staffed by =F MESA," a 
physicians association,- that 
specializes in emergency 
treatment. 



-A question that is asked 
around the Antioch area 
regarding emergency care is 
why the new St. Therese 
Satellite does not seem to be 
used much by rescue.squads 
in the area. 

D'enise Tucker of St. 
Therese Hospital gave the 
information that the satellite 
is being used now, and that 
this facility- is the first 
emergency care center of its 
type in the state of Illinois to 
be recognized by the Dept. of 
Public Health, and that it 
has been accepted into the 
system of mobile intensive 
care' that is under the direc- 
torship of Dr. T.J. Freeland. 

Ms. Tucker explained that 
there is two types of life sup- 
port systems, advanced and 
basic and that advanced life 
support requires a full ser- 
vice hospital and basic does 
not always. 

The satellite, is equipped 
for basic life support. 

There* is an emergency 
physician from northern 
Illinois emergency 
physicians on 24 hour call 
.with nurses who have taken 
special emergency training. 

There have been several 
people from Antioch that 
have been involved in 
emergencies in the Fox Lake 
Area. . , '-".- 

; After speaking with 
McHenry Hospital which is 
where the Fox Lake Rescue 
Squad takes their victims. 

The information from 
McHenry Hospital is that the 
Fox Lake Rescue Squad iS 
part of a different mobile in- 
tensive system which is un- 
der the. supervision of 
another physician, and that 
their mobile system has not 
-cleared-for-the-use-of-free- 
standing emergency care 
facilities. •
